TREASON CHARGED. 
Homestead 


New Complication of the 
Strike Troubles. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. When the news 
that the charge of treason 54 fe been brought 
against the Advisory Committee reached 
Homestead last evening it shocked the peo- 
ple. The locked-out men were puzzled and 
declared they did not know what it meant. 
They were unanimous in the belief that this 
thing of entering charges had gone too far, 
saying that a charge of treason reflected 
upon their standing as American citizens 
and against their patriotism. Altogether it 
was roundly denounced. It was believed 
by the men that the object of the 
arrests is to get the leaders out of the 
Way so the others will go to work. 


W. J. Brennan, attorney forthe defendants, 
Was not greatly surprised at the charge, 
though he had no thought of any 1 * 
against his clients being made before the 
Supreme Court. ‘‘I donot believe that the 
charge will ever be sustained,’’ said Mr. 
Brennan, ‘‘because there was no element of 
treason inthe acts ofthe men. There must 
be a general purpose to destroy 
and resist all rightful authority. 
Ihe single act of an individual, or of 
a mob of men in a case like we have had at 
| Homestead, is described by the laws of the 
State as riot and as the acts ofa mob, It was 
wrong for the strikers to prevent men from 
sac A J the works at Homestead and it was 
wrong for them to enter them, and nobody 
on earth regrets it so much now as they do. 
These acts were committed in the heat of 
excitementand were intended to prevent 
disorder of a more serious nature. Probably 
someof the acts alleged, 
simply expedients resorted to that advan- 
tage might be gained in the strike, but trea- 
son, ora plot to overthrow the Government, 
as alleged, was farthest from their thoughts. 
Iam very free to state, upon the fnformation 
I bave received about the proceedings, that 
the men will never be convicted on that 
charge. They are just as loyal citizens as 
there are in Allegheny County, but have pas- 
sions like all buman beings and under great 
provocation will fight.’ 

President M. Weihe of the Amalgamated 
Association was unusually bland when ques- 
tioned about the Supreme Court action and 
the charge of treason. He did not havea 
word to say, except that he had not heard of 
it before, and, not being a lawyer, could not 
give ab opinion on such asubject. He said 
he did not know whether or not there were 
any grounds forthe charge. 

This will be the first case of treason 
ever tried in the State of Pennsylvania,’’ 
Said P. C. Knox. attorney for the Carnegie 
company. ‘‘in fact, there never was any- 
thing exactly similar. The only case coming 
near it were the proceedings growing out of 
the French commune. The case will attract 
as much if not more interest, than did the 
famous trial of Aaron Burr. We are bring- 
ing these proceedings to see whether 
the laws of Pennsylvania or the edicts 
of the Homestead Advisory Committee are to 
rule this commonwealth. The committee 
took the law in their own hands, ignoring the 
government of the State. Wethink this con- 
stitutes treason. The chargeisa grave one 
and comes before a full bench uf the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania. The maximum sen- 
tence the men can receive for treason is 
twelve years in the penitentiary. The cases 
may now come up immediately or it may be 
some time before they are heard, If the 
prisoners demand a hearingthey will get it 
at once. Thecrime is Dbaliable, the amount 
0 the bond being fixed by 
Chief Justice Paxson. Since early 
in August this treason charge has been 
pending. When the Homesteaders were ar- 
rested forconspiracy the attorneys wanted 
to follow it with a charge oftreason. To 
this Chairman Frick objected, and theidea 
was dropped for a while. About a month 
ago it was decided to proceed with the 
treason charge and have it ready tospring 
asa grand finale. Every movement of the 
company and its attorneys in this matter has 
been of the most secret nature. The bill 
was printed in the dead of night, and every- 
thing to keep it from the public ear was 
done. Until Judge Paxson issued his war- 
rants yesterday afternoon, but few had 
heard of it. It is safe to say that this move 
was not even thought of by the Homestead 
strikers.’’ 

The wholesale arrest of the members of the 
Advisory Committee on the charge of treason 
has spread consternation among the locked- 
outmen. They donoteven now fully under- 
stand and are in a more or less dazed condl- 
tion. It is already noticeable that those 
residents of Homestead who heretofore took 
no active interestin the existing trouble are 
loud in denunciation of the act resorted to by 
the Carnegie company. They denounce the 
charges as ill-advised, unwarranted and un- 
tenable, and through it claim to discover in 
what desperate straits the company is and 
claim to believe the purpose is to intimidate 
the locked out men and cause a general stam- 
pede. It is believed here that the result 
will be to solidify the ranks of the men and 
arouse general sympathy with those who are 
now considered the victims of persecution. 
The search for the members of the advisory 
committee is in progress this morning. A 
number of Deputy Sheriffs are on watch for 
the parties not in custody, but up to the bour 
of noon no additional arrests had been made.

Loypon, Oct. 1.—Lord Roseberry, Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, has written to 
the Bast Africa Co. that the government 
agreestothe evacuation of Uganda by the 
company, but that in order to avoid the 
dangers that would arise from an immediate 
evacuation of the country the government 
was willing to grant the company pecuniary 
assistance in order that it might prolong the 
occupation for three months. The responsi- 
bility forthe measure of evacuation, how- 
ever, would entirely rest with the company 
and the .government would not undertake 
any liabilities incurred by the company 
either in Uganda or in surrounding terri- 
tories.

BRITISH GRAIN TRADE, 


IN THE WHEAT MARKET DIS- 
CUSSED BY FARMERS. 

Lonpown, Oct. 1.—The Times has opened its 
columns to a letter controversy on the de- 
pression in the wheat market. M. J. Sutton, 
a noted agriculturist, furnishes a letter in 
which he claims that if England make a 
step towards fair trade, agriculture 
as the largest English industry ought to 
be the first to be protected. Mr. Sutton con- 
tends that wheat-growing in England cannot 
pay the farmer without protection, Other 
writers declare that the high rents are still 
the chief cause of the farmers’ troubles. The 
landlords, they say, are making Insuffictent 
reductions. Land continues to bearan arti- 
ficial value and farmers are unable to pro- 
duce wheat at a profit. 

A well-known radical politician, Mr. Walter 
Wren, contends that England is now unsuita- 
dle to growing wheat and potatoes, com- 
pared with more favored countries.

Wren concludes his letter by saying that 
farmers should have recourseto dairy proa- 
uce and §$ fruit and vegstable prod.

growing, in which England’s petty area of 
2,250,000 acres is unable to hold a place. Mr. 
Wren quotes from the Times’ statement that 
American wheat is of better quality and 
brings better prices than English wheat,

DEPRESSED CONDITION OF THE SCOTCH MIN- 
ERAL OIL TRADE, 

Loxrpon, Oct. 1.—The Zconomist says that a 
crisis exists in the Scotch mineral oil trade 
owingtothe disagreement with the Amieri- 
can scale producers and candlemakers com- 
mittee in the matter of the proposed pooling 
of accumulated stocks of solid paraffine. 

None of the Scotch companies, says the 
Economist, ‘‘is in a position to lose the half- 
penny per pound by which the scale price 
has been reduced, which means a loss of 
£100,000 yearly. It is not likely that 
the year 1892 will elose without some fail- 
ures. The outlook for next season is a 
gloomy one, as it is likely to result in the 
marring of the Scotch industry by the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., which has got a free 
If the Standard 1s so 
inclined the Scotch companies will find them- 
selves entirely shut out of foreign markets. 
The present market value of Scotch com- 
panies, whose paid up capital is 41.627, 395, is 
2610, 265.

EUROPEANS CAN NOW ENJOY THE TOOTHSOME 
CORN DODGER. 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—Charles J. Murphy, spe- 
clal representative in Europe of the United 
States Agricultural Department has written 
a letter from Berlin to Mr. J. C. New, the 
American Consul here, stating that Charles 
Scholvin will open his new Indian corn mill 
this month. He will grind only American 
corn. He has the latest improved American 
machinery. This will make twocorn mills 
in Hamburg for the exclusive grinding of the 
American grain. Thefirst mill erected had 
to work night and day, and then could not fill 
its orders. Col. Murphy adds that he expects 
to place the corn inevery part of the coun- 
try. He will commence by giving gratis large 
quantities of the flour as samples. A large 
bakery is soon to be opened in Berlin where 
nothing will be produced but what is made of 
corn. He further says that the report of the 
Government Commission to examine into the 
methods of corn will soon be issued, and that 
he has been assured that it will be highly 
favorable to corn as human food.

When the case against the four women was 
called Miss Marshall asked that eney be con- 
tinued, as her attorney could not be present 
this morning. They were accordingly con- 
tinued for defendants to next Tuesday. 
In regard to the charge of blackmail 
which has been reported against Miss 
Marshall, she emphatically denied that there 
was any foundation whatever for it. it is 
true,’’ she said, ‘‘that a gentleman who is 
supporting me has given me $1,000 and has 
given me that much a number of times, and 
that he will keep it up as long as he desires to 
support me. As regards that $500 check, I 
had nothing whatever to do with it. Fay 
Templeton andthe gentleman who supports 
her are the only ones interested in that. 
There is no complaint from him, as Chief

HOW WHEELMEN TRAIN, 


Preparations of the Record Breakers for 
the Great Contest. 


From the Springfield Daily Republican. 


Probably there is no class of athletes whose 
training is so trregular and desultory as that 
of the bicycle rider, though of course there 
are many exceptions to the rule, In days 
gone by there was method in training 
of riders, because almost every one 
had some trainer to whom he was 
more or less responsible. Even 
last year the New York Athletie Club and the 
Manhattan Club riders had a trainer to watch 
them, but this gear, though each man avails 
himself of some one’s services as trainer, 
they are all more or less independent. 

The men who do most of the training this 
year are Asa Windle and Biliy Troy, two of 
the best-Known bicycle trainers in America. 
Windle represents the Pope Manufacturing 
Co., as he has since i884, and Troy is 

with the Bidwell-Thomas ‘rire Co., both 
men wy: 3 engaged to look after the interests 
of the riders on their company’s ods. 
Windle is assisted b Charle Martin, and 
these two take care of Windle, Taylor Arnold 
and a number of lesser riders Troy has 
his eye on Taxis, Berio, banker, ess, 
Wheeler and E. A. 'MeDuffee and gives occa- 
sional advice to Zimmerman. ‘‘Zimmie’’ is 
generally tended, however, by his brother- 
in-law, Zoe MeDermott, who took care of 
him on his four roam England. C. R. Cul- 
ver has general oversight ofthe Springfield 
Bicycle Club’s team, and Anderson’ of the 
Chicago boys, and almost every rider has his 
own man to rub him down after racing. But 
with all these men to look after him 
the racing man is his own master, 
and trains as much or littie as ns 
pleases. Asa Windle laments the time 
When the manufacturers could pay men 
a salary and provide them traigers. No nian, 
he said yesterday, in any atuletſes can do 
without an expert to Watch and handle him. 
In times past men trained so much better 
than now that if the present men were put in 
as good condition they would, with the in- 
creased facilities for speed in the present 
bicycle, goa mile a full five seconds better 
than now, hethought. He was Billy Rowe’s 
trainer in the good old days, and recalled his 
winning a mile open,a ve-mile and 20 laps 
in aten-mile lap race all in one afternoon, 
without apparently feeling it much. They 
agreed that the men were not 80 well trained 
as formeriy. They need it less on the pneu- 
matic saiety than the old ordinary because 
there is not that continual jarring to tire 
them out. Thechiefthing he expects oi his 
menis hard work, with of course ordinary 
ireedom from excess. 

Owing to this treedom in training, it 1s 
very hard to character the methods except 
by individuals. Zimmerman is doubtless the 
most Careless trainer of the riders in rey 
ways. Hedevotes his winters to havin 
good time, and even while training is no at 
All regular in his hours. He takes good care 
of his stomach, however, and does not smoke 
though he almost always carries an unlighted 
cigar in his mouth when not working. An- 
other excellence of Zimmie's' training is 
tlie regularity and amount of work he does. 
Itis said herode 1,500 miles while he was 
training on his trip ‘abroad. He simply goes 
out on the track and works till ue gets tired, 
going a faster gait than he formerly did. His 
reliance is on an iron constitution and a per- 
fect freedom trom neruousness. He is ut 
present in the best of condition, 

Most of the other men are regular, but they 
are all more or less nervous, and nothing is 
worse fora man than that. Probably no two 
men on the track are so Conscientious train- 
ers as Windle and Tyler. Neither smokes nor 
drinks, and both are exceedingly careful of 
thelr sleep and food, MWindle, having the more 
experience, has tue most method in his train - 
ing, going to bed goon after 9 0’clock the 
year round. Both Men are very delicate — 
getting cold easily or getting 
some way out of order. — 
now, unfortunately, both are suffering 
from colds. Tyler’s being especially bad, 
having settled in his muscies. Both men are, 
too, rather nervous. Windle being especially 
worried now because he must divide his tiute 
between his business and racing, WIndie 
has always had the disadvantage of doing 
less racing than the rest of the men through 
the year. Taylor.is both an irregular rider 
and trainer, as is Taxts in a somewhat less 
degree, for the men who favor themselves In 
training, and putit by when they are not 
feeling just right, are apt to have ok“ 
days in riding.

City Cannot Give Better Service 
Without Losing Money. 


The Committee on Water-works of the 
Board of Public Improvements, to whom 
was referred the matter of providing a larger 
pumping engine at the southern limits of the 


city to supply Jefferson Barracks with water, 
are not likely to make a favorable report. 

The United States Government has been 
ying the city from $1,000 to $1,500 per year 
or its supply of -city water, and now since. 
recent improvements thereitis alleged that 
the supply is inadequate, and, in a recent 
conference held by the Mayor, Capt. Robert- 
son, Quartermaster at the Barracks, and 
Water Commissioner Holman,measures were 
taken looking towards establishing a larger 
umping station at the city limits. It has 
een estimated that the city will have to 
at least $25, 000 or 830,000 

new engine and boiller, 

and other appliances to equip the plant. As 
the services of an engineer and flreman will 
de required to run the station, the question 
has arisen, how is the city to derive any ben- 
efitfrom this expenditure? Fifteen hundred 
dollars per year would no more than pay for 
the labor of running the station, so why 
should the city expend $25,000for the benefit 
of the government, when the United States 
ae is ina better condition to foot the 


The 


Ifthe Government would appropriate the 
necessary money to make the Barracks the 
military post it should be the advantages ac- 
cruing tothe city would be such as to justify 
its doing everything reasonable towards fur- 
nishing a proper water supply. But at pres- 
ent the Barracks is nothing more thana re- 
cruiting post and reflects very little credit on 
either the Government or the city. When 
the matter is brought up in the board 
a very lively discussion of the question in 
all its bearings is promised. At present there 
is a split in the committee, with no prospect 
ofa unanimous report for or against the 
building of the station. The committee is 
composed of the PresiGent, Mr. Geo. Bur- 
nett, Water Commissioner Holman and Sewer 
Commissioner Southard.

THE VOTERS WILL DECIDE, 

It has been freely charged that the ma- 
jority of the committee of the Twelfth 
Congressivnal District have been working 
to set aside Congressman Cobb because he 
refused to comply with their demands for 
money, and that they wanted to dispose 
of the nomination to the highest bidd er. 

Without reflecting upon any Democrat 
who may exercise his right to enter the 
contest for the nomination it must be ad- 
mitted that the conduct of the committee 
majority has given color to this charge. 
But whether the committee has been influ- 
enced by corrupt or innocent motives, it is 
plain that they are trying to control the 
nomination and to defeat Mr, Cobb, who 
has served one term in Congress with 
credit to himself and benefit to his con- 
stituency. 

Two points of importance are involved 
in the contest for the nomination. One is 
whether or not the Congressional Com- 
mittee shail be accorded the privilege of 
controlling the nomination for the dis- 
trict and shall be given the opportunity to 
dispose of the nomination by auction sale, 
corrupt bargain orin furtherance of per- 
sonal interests. Another is whether or 
not meritorious service shall cut any 
figure in determining the choice of repre- 
sentatives for this great central district of 


the city and whether its vast interests 


shall be entrusted to a succession of green 
hands. Shall the Congressional repre- 
sentation of the business district of St. 
Louis be placed at the mercy of a group of 
ward politicians and serve as the political 
toy or training school of any ambitious 
beginner with money or iufluence at his 
command?

SENTIMENT AND CONDUCT. 

In his Kansas City speech Maj. Warner 
expressed some charming sentiments on 
the subject of the protection of honest 
workingmen from competition with con- 
vict labor. Hecited a federal law which 
forbids the entry of the products of foreign 
convict labor into any part of the United 
One would think from his speech 
that the Major and his party stayed awake 
nights thinking up methods of maintain- 
ing the wages of honest workingmen 
through protection. 

One of the new industries specially fos- 

tered by the McKinley bill was that of the 
manufacture of pearl buttons. The pearl 
button industry was given the benefit of 
a high tariff ostensibly to create new op- 
portunities for American labor and to pro- 
tect it from competition with the pauper 
labor of Europe. The Republicans pointed 
with pride to pearl button factories as an 
evidence of what the Republican party had 
done for American labor through its be- 
nign policy of protection, 
A discovery was made, however, that 
shocked the patriotic statesmen who voted 
for the pearl button tariff. The gentlemen 
to whom the privilege of taxing the people 
in behalf of this industry was granted, in- 
stead of using the privilege to benefit hon- 
est American workingmen, pocketed its 
gains and increased their profits by em- 
Thus they not

It has been invariably the case in St. Louis 
that deputy marshals at the polls meant dis- 
order and üguting. The coming election will 
be the first national election under the Aus- 
tralian system with its safeguards against 
the bullying of voters by election officials or 
ward strikers, and it will show how the sys- 
tem of providing the polls by the supervisers 
and marshals is effected by the booth 
method. United States Marshal Frank 
Buchanan decided to-day to appoint 
the marshals, two from each election pre- 
cinctin the city. The law directs him to ap- 
point the marshals whenever heis asked to 
do so by twoor more citizens. The petitions 
for the appointment of the deputy marshals 
have always came tothe marshal from Re- 
publicans in this city. This year is no ex- 
ception to the rule. The petition was handed 
to Marshal Buchanan yesterday. It was 
signed by four Republicans. One of them is 
Col. F. W. Schuarte, the partner of R. OC, 
Kerens; the second is G. H. Smith, the 
private secretary of Mr. Kerens;the third is 
L. M. Hall, the gentleman who was made 
secretary of the Republican State Committee 
by Mr. Kerens, and the last name is that ot 
J. C. Richardson. Marshal Buchanan this 
afternoon sent letters to City Treasurer M. J. 
Foerstel, chairman of the Republican City 
Central Committee, and Dr. Frank J. Lutz, 
chairman of the Democratic Committee, ask- 
ing them to suggest one name each for every 
precinct inthe city. ‘‘The numbers of the 
deputy marshals must correspond with that 
of the supervisors,’’ said the Marshal, And 
I want one of each party. 


Fear the Revising Board. 


The Republicans Are getting ready to meet 
a step which they suspect the Democrats in- 
tend to take as soon as Recorder James L. 
Carlisle appoints his Board of Revision. 
They think it is intended to strike off a large 
number of negro voters just before the board 


adjourns, and leave the men whose names 
disappeared from the registration lists with- 
out any recourse except vy law. The Demo- 
crats believe, too, that many names of * 
voters will be taken from the lists 
they say that 
those fraudulently registered will 
be struck off by the board. They have all 
along contended that hundreds of the votes 
were being registered by Committeeman H. 
J. Pocock’s committee are fraudulent, and 
that this wiil become 
soon as the Board - 
vision gets to work. Ben Clark, who 
is a candidate for Circuit Attorney on the 
Democratic ticket, said to-day that he put 
great confidence in Recorder Carlisie’s abi ity 
to clear the lists of all fraudulent names. 
**Carlisie is no milk-and-water man, said 
he, ‘‘and the crooked names on tiie lists will 
have to get off.’ 

At the Republican organization head- 
quarters, so strong is the belief that they are 
to lose names through the Board of Revision 
that they have applied to Chief Supervisor 
George Smith to puta deputy supervisor in 
the Recorder’s office to watch the registra- 
tion and the revision. Dr. W. B. Carson, 
who stands at the Chestnut street entrance 
of the Recorder’s office to watch the registra- 
tion for the Republicans, said to-day:

Recorder Carlisle, up to his eyes in papers 
concerning the several primary elections, 
merely smiled when he was told 
of the distrustful watch being kept on 
his office, ‘‘I shall not appoint tie Board of 
Revision for ten or fifteen days yet, said 
he. ‘‘Ifthey want a supervisorin my office 
he may come, or they may send a represen- 
tative of their party who is not a super- 
ulsor.

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SNOW ON MARS. 


Freliminary Report of Prof. Asap Hall’s 
Observations. 


Wasurmeron, D. C., Oct. I.— During the 
recent opposition of the planet Mars Prof, 
Asap Hall, th® astronomer, conducted a 
series of observations at the Naval OD- 
servatory in this city. The professor hoped 
that he would be able to have ready for 
publication early in October the results of 
these observations, but owing to sickness in 
his family he will be unable to do so. He ex- 
pects to have the redyctions of the observa- 
tions completed during the next month or 
six weeks. The situation of Mars in the last 
opposition was unfavorable to astronomers 
north of the aquator. but much better oppor- 
tunities will be had at the next opposition, 


which occurs in 1894. The detailed reports o 
the observation of the professor in charge o 
the Harvard College Observatory at Are 
quipa, Peru, are looked forward to with 
interest by astronomers. The observatory 
is situated at an altitude of 8,000 feet, and 
this, inconnection with the fact that the 
opposition was naturally seen to better ad- 
vantage in the southern hemisphere than in 
the northern, will, itis thought, make the 
results attained at Arequipa more satis - 
— A than those secured north of the

Prot | Hall thinks that after all the draw- 
ings of the planet while in opposition are ac- 
cessible a very good map of the surface of 
Mars can be produced. eis of the opinion, 
however, thatit willtake long years of ob: 
servation to explain the reason for the 
changes which are said to occur on the sur- 
face of the planet. He is inclined to the — 
lief that these changes are due to the var 
ing conditions of the atmosphere of t 0 
earth or to that of Mars, if that planet bas 
an atmosphere, 

Prof. Hall made a very close study of the 
two satellites of the planet, Phoebus and 
Deimos. The inner satellite he found the 
brighter one of the two. The whiteness 
around the north pole of the planet was visi- 
ble by the Professor, as was also the white 
spot near the south pole. This spot changed | 
during the opposition, diminishing in size | 
very muchas the sun shone, which induces 
the belief that itis snow. Prof. Hall says he 
does not know anything better to call it than 
snow. Ihe snow spot was also ob- 
served with a view to determinin 
the sition of the equator an 
the axis of Mars. The observations on this 
— have not yet been reduced, but the pro- 
essor thinks they will show the position of 
the axis to be about 28 dess. from the ecliptic. 
Prof, Halil failed to see the double lines on 
the surface of the —.— supposed to be 
canals, Which were discovered by the Italian 
astronomer, Schiaparelli, and which were 
seen at the Lick Observatory on the night of 
Aug. 17. He saw dark lines during his ob- 
servations, but not double lines.
